visitor tthe shore ot a rather sluggish ItremThe descent thus far Is made by ropes The
remainder of the Journey Into tho cave Is by
boat The stream Is about four foet wide and
two feet deep at the start but O It gets further
In the earth It widens Into lakes some of them
thirty feet wide and showing soundings In
places fully as deep as the lakes are wide
There are fourteen of these lakes They are
formed by the projection into the stream at
intervals circular dams or walls of soft cal-

careous

rook The water breaks over the
dams by falls that flll the chambers with weird
sounds and by a continuous and rapid descent
he stream leads to a distance of two mile
from the entranoo ot the cave and to depth
of two hundred feet from the surface

pecially beautiful In the amphitheatre where
the explorable portions of the cave terminate
a large apartment with the floors depressed In
